line, right under one of the flanges 
and thereby so weakened that a sud- 
den throwing off ofthe power in one 
of the departments was likely to de- 
velop sufficient pressure in two or 
three minutes to cause a. seam to 
break.

De- 
velopments that will probably fol- 
low this meeting, it is said, will be 
of considerably more importance than 
the present trouble. 


It is reported that the Brotherhood 


of Trainmen are preparing- u scale 
for a general increase in wages for 
presentation to all the railroads en- 
tering this city, and the consultation 
now in progress will determine when 
this scale is to (be presented. 


Morrissey made a visit to Pitts- 


burg last week aud held a conference 
with the grievance committee of the 
local lodges of the trainmen, and it 
was agreed to prepare a uniform 
scale and present it to all lines in 
this district. 
The trainmen are 


strongly organized and should their 
demands not be granted, it is be* 
lieved that they will be able to more 
effectually blockade traffic than the 
switchmen have. 


It cannot be learned 
what in- 


crease the trainmen's brotherhood 
will ask* for and for that reason rail- 
road officials decline to discuss the 
probable outcome of the demands. 


WILL PBESENT SCALE. 


W. G. Lee stated that the scale will 


^e presented in due time, but 
not 


likely before the settlement of the 
^resent trouble. "It would be folly," 
said he, "for us to put a gun to the 
faces of the officials now and ask for 
i raise in salary. 
After a certain 


time has elapsed we will make our 
demands known. 
I do not know 


with what success the switchmen 
<vill meet, but I do know that we 
^rill not aid them, as we do not be- 
lieve in sympathetic strikes." 


A meeting of the striking switch- 


men began shortly before 11 o'clock 
this morning, none T?ut strikers were 
admitted and the matters under con- 
sideration are not known. Some of 
the striking 
switchmen from the 


Monong-ahela connecting road, enter- 
ed the Glenwood* yards of the Balti- 
more and Ohio railroad last night 
shortly after midnight and chased 
the switchmen who were at work 
there from the yards. A number of 
officers are now on duty at that point 
nnd no further trouble is apprehend- 
ed. Beports received from the vari- 
ous railroads today indicate that so 
far the strike has not greatly inter- 
fered with traffic, except on the Alle- 
gheny Valley road, which is pretty 
badly crippled. 


SEND TOR NEW MEN. 


The officials have sent for new men,

Mr. Kist was a native of Ohio, but 
came to Kosciusko county county in 
1851, and had since resided in this 
city. He was a man of intense in- 
dustry and throughout his long life 
he lent every energy to the im- 
provement of this city. He was the 
owner of much real estate and at 
different times was active in the 
promotion of a number of railroad 
enterprises, none of which, however, 
were brought to completion. Among 
these was the famous "Gold Spike" 
line, projected soon after the con- 
struction of the Nickel Plate, and de-

Governor Toole said in part: "If 


you have rightly interpreted the pur- 
pose of this organization as it relates 
to the state of Minnesota there would 
seem to be no doubt -but that such 
consolidation is a violation of the 
spirit, if not the letter of our consti- 
tution, but aside from prohibiting 
the consolidation of parallel or com- 
peting lines, our statute provides 
that every person, corporation, stock 
company or association of persons in 
this state who directly or indirectly 
combine or form what is known as 
a trust, or tend to create a monopoly 
in the manufacture, sale or trans- 
portation of any article is punishable 
by imprisonment in the state prison 
for not exceeding five years or by a 
fine not exceeding $10,000, or both 
Every corporation violating that 
portion of this section forfeits to the 
state all its property and franchises, 
and in the case of a foreign corpora- 
tion, it is prohibited from carrying 
on business in the state.

**We propose," he said, *'to 


make the government the sole capi- 
talist, the agent of the people, 
to 


manage the industrial system for the 
benefit of all. American socialism 
does not propose to interfere with 
the home, family or religion. 
It 


does not propose to interfere with 
private property or to make a new 
distribution of the national wealth. 
It simply intends that the govern- 
ment shall buy the means of pro- 
duction and transportation from pri- 
vate individuals and operate these 
for the benefit of the people at large. 


''American socialism," 
continued 


the speaker, "does not advocate vio- 
lent methods. We advocate tho grad- 
ual absorption of industries by the 
government. 
Socialism will be in- 


augurated by the municipal owner- 
ship of light, water and street rail- 
ways. 
The government 
will then 


purchase one of the many lines of 
the railroads of the nation. If these 
attempts 
are 
successful, 
another 


railroad will be nationalized, 
and 


finally the government 
avill have 


complete control of its transporta- 
tion. Every movement in this di- 
rection will be an object lesson and 
finally culminate in national collec- 
tivism/* 


Father 
McGrady 
holds 
to the 


Henry George theory of the owner- 
ship of the land. He considers capi- 
tal as stored up labor—hence labor 
precedes and creates capital. As its 
creator and not its creature, labor is 
entitled to its full share of what it 
produces. 
The 
present 
system, 


argued the speaker, will eventually 
make America a land of millionaires 
and paupers. He is pessimistic about 
the future of the poor people of this 
land, who, he says, within fifty years 
will be reduced to the Chinese stand- 
ard. 


Father McGrady believes there can 


be no harmony between capital and 
labor, because 
they 
are opposing 


forces.

HTTBEB AKD 


The city council met last evening 


in regular session and after a meet- 
ing of about three -hours took a recess 
until next Tuesday night, in the 
meantime transacting very little ac- 
tual business, but placing itself in 
the position of starting in the right 
direction to do much goood. The 
councilman, in all probability seeing 
the error of their ways, passed a res- 
olution prescribing a conference be- 
tween the council as a committee of 
the whole, the mayor and board of 
works and the city engineer to meet 
prior to the next regular council 
meeting and endeavor to find out, if 
possible, where they are at. The 
committee on assessments for inter- 
cepting1 sewer made a lengthy and 
somewhat tiresome report, completely 
justifying the board of works in all 
their actions regarding 
the sewer 


from the first advertisement for bid- 
ders for the contract to the levy of 
the final assessments. Inasmuch as 
the complete report covers a little 
over 1,700 pages of type-written 
matter it was not read in full. Of 
this volume about 1,100 pages are 
of testimony taken before the com- 
mittee and the balance is a copy of 
the descriptions of the property 
against which the assessments were 
made and the amounts thereof; the 
general finding of the committee is 
included in the latter section* 


Ordinances were passed extending 


the fire limits 
east 
of Lafayette 


street and north of Berry to the MCau- 
meo river; providing for the placing 
of the Port Wayne Traction com- 
pony's feed wires under 
ground 


within six months and providing n 
penalty of $25 a day for each day 
thereafter that they remain above 
ground; fixing a penalty not to ex- 
ceed $50 against persons wilfully 
breaking down railroad safety gates 
or safety,gate posts. 


The water works committee report- 


ed that they had found the state- 
ment of the water 
works trustees 


correct and further stated that the! 
work of sinking two ten*mch. wells 
at 
station No. 2 has 
been com- 


menced according to previous in- 
structions. In this connection the 
report ofthe water works trustees, 
notifying the council that they had 
purchased the air 
compressors in- 


stalled some months ago by tho 
Shaw-Kendall company, for a flat 
pice of $3,500, -was approved without 
a dissenting vote. 


The comptroller asked for a special 


appropriation of $100 to pay for the 
services of the stenographer em- 
ployed by the special sewer commit- 
tee, for $224.98 for deficiency in the 
health commissioner's salary ac- 
count, $325 for expense of printing 
sewer committee's report and $500 
for the street cleaning department to 
put the streets in proper sanitary 
condition for the 
winter. 
The re- 


quests were referred in the usual 
manner, although it is probable that 
the ordinance appropriating $100 for 
the stenographer would have passed 
under suspension of the rules had not 
a few of the councilrnen got sleepy 
and gone home, leaving less than the 
two-thirds necessary to -suspend the 
rules, although a working quorum 
remained. Finally the council went 
into committee of the whole to dis- 
cuss the intercepting 
sewer report 


and after the committee rose and re- 
sumed business at the old stand as 
a council an adjournment was token 
until next Tuesday night, so as to 
enable the different committees and 
the committee of the whole to reduce 
their several fragmentary reporU 
into one symphonious whole. 


The interurban matter heretofore 


referred to was sprung by Council 
man Hench, who, in a preamble 
charging the board of works with 
inaction on interurban matters, said 
he thought the matter should be im- 
mediately acted upon and wound up 
with the following resolution:

The late Prof. C. V. Biley 
treated his friends on one occasion to 
grasshoppers, which they relished 
much, and they would not have 
guessed the character of the dishes 
had it not been for an unlucky hind 
leg that turned up on somebody's 
plate, says the Philadelphia Bocord.

Mr. McMakin's first talk was upon 


the preparation of ground for a crop 
of corn. It must be well drained, 
he said, so that it will warm quickly 
in the spring, for only dry ground 
will warm. It must be made fine so 
that all plant food will escape in or- 
der that the crop may have every 
advantage to mature early. 
Many 


questions were asked by those pres- 
ent, showing that the farmers were 
progressive. 


Dr. Curryer was introduced by the 


chairman and gave a talk on "Nat- 
ural Laws Governing All Horses." 
Mr. Curryer evidently knows what 
he is talking about on the horse ques- 
tion, and he cited illustrations of fine 
specimens of horse flesh, using the 
Arab animal as a foundation. 


The afternoon session was opened 


with a song by the high school 
scholars and prayer by Bev. J. E. 
Miller, followed by a song by the pri- 
mary pupils, led by their teacher, 
Oscar Hoena. Dr. Curryer then con- 
tinued his talk on horses, taking for 
his subject, **The Kindergarten of a 
Colt." The pupils enjoyed this very 
highly, and will no doubt well re- 
member many things they hoard. 
Mr. McMakin-s subject for the after- 
noon was "Tile Draining*" The dis 
cussion was opened by Frank Hub* 
ler, followed by Mr. Brown, Samuel 
Houk and others, and the institute 
was then favored with a solo by Mrs. 
J. H. Miller. 


At the opening of the evening ses- 


sion the chairman announced that the 
Allen 
County Farmers' institute 


would be held at Fort Wayne Decem> 
ber 20 and 21, and that this insti- 
tute and the one at Monrooville were 
supplementary to the county insti 
tute. Kr. McMakin g^v^an address, 
"How Much and,Where. Shall.,Wc 
Educate our Boys and Girls." , The 
closing .talk of Dr. Curryer, '.'How-to 
Estimate the V<ilue of .the Horse, to 
His Owner,"- was one of the best of 
the session.

state all -its property and franchises, 
and in the case of a foreign -corpora- 
tion, it is prohibited from carrying 
on business in tho state.

-American socialism 
does not propose to interfere -with 
the home, family or religion. 
It 


does not propose to interfere with 
private property or to make a new 
distribution of the national wealth. 
It simply intends that the govern- 
ment shall buy the means of pro- 
duction and transportation from pri- 
vate individuals and' operate these 
for the benefit of the people at large. 


"American socialism," 
continued 


the speaker, "does not advocate vio- 
lent methods. We advocate th& grad- 
ual absorption of industries by

government. 
Socialism will 'be in- 


augurated by the municipal owner- 
ship of light, -water and street rail- 
ways.

—Robert Romick Killed In Runaway-

SMALLPOX CASES. 


County Board of Health Must Se- 


cure Another Physician for 


Future Epidemics. 


The Allen, county boafd of health 


will find it necessary to secure the 
services of another physician to care 
for future cases of smallpox or other 
epidemic. Dr. 'Lomas stated Monday 
morning that he would have nothing 
further to do with that 
class of 


practice. 


When the smallpox cases appeared 


in the city a couple of years ago Dr. 
Lomas was assigned as the health 
board's physician to attend 
them 


and he remained in as complete isola- 
tion as the 
patients ' themselves. 


After the cases in the city had re- 
covered Dr. Lomas was sent to var- 
ious parts of the county upon a simi- 
lar mission, so that his time was 
pretty thoroughly occupied in car- 
ing for the sufferers. 


His services were all that could be 


desired, and the doctor was remark- 
ably successful in handling the epi- 
demic, but he states that the position 
can only be filled at the absolute 
sacrifice of his general practice and 
this he is unwilling to do longer. 
Last week, at the request 
of Dr. 


Proeg-ler, 
he went 
to investigate 


some suspicious cases in the eastern 
part of the county, but it proved to 
be something other than smallpox. 
Dr. Lomas states 
that he cannot 


longer act as the physician of the 
board in the care of smallpox 
or 


other epidemic, and it will be neces- 
sary to secure another physician for 
this work should any further cases 
develop.

The report of the commissioner of 


internal revenue for the year ending 
June SO shows total receipts of §306,- 
000,000, or 911,555,000 more than 
the estimate and $33,000,000 in ex- 
cess of the amount collected last year. 
The cost of collection was 1.55 per 
cent, compared with 1.58 in the pre- 
vious year, and the lowest on record. 
The receipts for the first three 
mouths of the present fiscal year 
shows a considerable decrease, upon

DBINK BEFOBM IK OEEMANY. 


That th« tempe»n«d movement is 


making way in Germany is proved 
by the fact that the university of 
Breslau lent its great hall the other 
day for the annual conference of the 
Society for Combating the Abuse of 
Spirituous Liquors. In his opening 
address the president,Baron vonDier- 
gardt, declared that tares milliards 
of marks were annually spent in the 
German 
empire on 
intoxicating 


liquors, aud only twelve milliards on 
food. It was estimated that on an 
average every German man, woman 
or child consumed ten litres of pure 
alcohol, or thirty litres of spirits in 
a year, whSeh meant five glasses of 
spirits for each person daily. The 
people generally had no conception of 
the dangers 'of alcohol. This was es- 
pecially the case in upper Silesia. 
Among tie working dosses in that 
port of the country, when a child 
cried, it was the custom to place a 
sponge dipped in spirits in its mouth. 
The very infants were thus accus- 
tomed to schnapps. 
He said that 


the campaign against alcohol was 
closely connected .with the struggle 
against tuberculosis. Millions were 
spent upon hospitals, asylums and 
sanitaria, but the root of the evil was 
neglected. The reason 
wihy they 


could not achieve .success was that 
everywhere in the state they came 
in collision with those who were in- 
terested in the traffic of 'alcohol. As 
a matter of f^et, the state itself waa 
interested in this traific, since it de- 
rived 
a revenue of 
165,000,000 


marks from spirits and 100,000,000 
marks from beer. It was la matter 
!or congratulation that methylate<?, 
spirits were more and more employed 
for technical purposes.as this dimin- 
ished the interest of the state in 
their consumption as beverages. The 
professors of the Bresl&u university 
have issued an appeal-to the students 
pointing out the evil's .of indulgence 
in alcoholic liquors, and protesting 
igains't the folly 'and indecency of 
drinking contests. 


It is unfortunate that some of the 


chief annoyances to which. Admiral 
Schley is being subjected come from 
his friends. 
Becsnt announcement 


that the court of inquiry had in- 
volved him in expenses that practi- 
cally -leave Mm penniless caused a 
newspaper in Knoxvile, .Tenn., to 
propose a popular subscription to pay 
the admiral what the investigation 
has cost 'him.

•ood sense Admiral Schley lias vetoed 
the .proposal. He begs his well- 
meaning but misguided friends to 
'appreciate his situation, and respect 
t," which none should be tardy to 
do. At a proper time there may well 
be a great popular movement to give 
Admiral Schley a substantial testi- 
monial of love and esteem in which 
iis countrymen hold ihim and of the 
liigh. regard entertained for his per- 
sonal merit. A proper recognition, of 
the illustrious character of his serv- 
es in the navy of his country will 
command the interest of every pat- 
riot, but the time to inaugurate such 
an afEair has not yet come. Mean- 
wihile the gallant sea-fighter should 
enjoy such tender consideration1 of 
his friends as will spare him all euch 
delicate 
embarra ssments as the 


Knoxville newspaper's proposal in- 
flicted.

the heat from

surrounding air, producing cold. In 
the process of storing heat this pro- 
cess is reversed. 
The inventor,-who 


ia a practical and scientific man, a 
former student at college, where he 
first got Ms idea of the matter, has 
discovered a substance which is 
abundant 
and 
cheaply procured, 


which will absorb the neat rays of 
the sun, and hold them until driven 
out again. 
The material is to be 


made into blocks liko ice, and the 
heat collected and sold that way; OT 
the material will foe sold to large 
plants and the purchasers charge the 
blocks themselves. 
In winter, the 


heat stored up in the blocks is driven 
out by <a process which is still a se- 
cret as is the composition, of , the 
blocks and this heat is diffused in a 
summer-like warmth, not like the 
heat of a stove, but like the heat of 
the sun. The entire process is a very 
simple one to the user of the blocks. 


There ihas been. one meeting of 


capitalists -held in the past week at 
which a practical demonstration of 
the process was made and all present 
were fully satisfied that the process 
is practical and easily used; and that 
it will revolutionize the present 
methods of heating in winter. There 
is no fuel used, simply heat by the 
sun is stored and afterward liberated 
as wanted, both of which processes 
seemed to be practical .and easily ap- 
plied.

"Washington, 2fov, 25.—A delega- 


tion of Cubans called upon the presi- 
dent today and presented a petition 
adopted by the industrial organiza- 
tirn of the island urging upon his 
attention the necessity of reduction 
in the American tariff upon Cuban 
products, particularly sugar and to-' 
bacco. 
The £ secretary of war and 


other officials were also called upon. 


The .delegation consisted of Fran- 


cisco (Samba, president of the gfin- 
eral society of merchants and busi- 
ness men of Cuba; Miguel Mendoza, 
Simon Dumois, Louis Francke, Gus- 
tav Bock, Dionisio Velaeco, Juan 
Pedro and Alfonso Fesant. 


The delegation was accompanied 


by State Senator Frank D. Favey, 
the American counsel of the general 
society; Octavio Davis, the secretary 
to the delegation, 
and Ii. V. De- 


Abada, member^ of the former Cuban 
delegation on economics which vis- 
ited Washington, last winter. After 
stating in a general way the econo- 
mic situation'-'!!! the island, the peti- 
tion asks for-a number of reductions 
in the American tariff on Cuban pro- 
ducts. 
These have heretofore been 


published. 


The petition, goes on'to say' that 


tha economical situation..vin_ which 
the island of Cuba is placed is'such 
that the remedies above expressed 
admit of no delay. 


The petition concludes as follows; 
"We therefore respectfully entreat 


you, 
either by virtue of the consti- 


tutional authority vested in you or 
by requesting congress in your first 
message to grant you the necessary 
authority, to immediately establish 
ample commercial privileges between 
the TJnited States—an almost exclu- 
sive market for our products—and 
Cuba, based :on the foregoing peti- 
tion, as a measure of urgent neces- 
sity and indispensable for the salva- 
tion of the island."

William T. Abbott, a pioneer mer- 


chant, ex-auditor of Allen county and

Mr. Abbott was a prominent citizen 
of this city, but with advancing ag 


Abbott & Shoaff, and continuing for j 
a number of years. 


Politicly Mr. Abbott was a demo-

n the politics of the county for many 
years. He made the race for auditor 
f Allen comity a number of times, 
•md at the October election, 1874, was 
successful, taking his seat the month 
'ollowing;, and serving one term iii 
this capacity. 


Soou after his retirement from offi- 


cial position Mi-. Abbott began tha 
development of a mineral well upon 
an extensive tract of property which 
he owned just east of the city, and 
erected there what became the Abbott 
sanitarium, but disposed of his in- 
terests in this property a number of 
years ago. During the later years 
of his business life he was engaged 
in the real estate business, a, portion 
of the time associated with Messrs. 
Erne and Carrier. The Abbott resi- 
dence was for many years on Berry 
street, and later the family lived for 
a short time in the country, soon re- 
turning to the city.

LONDON BESTS ON SPONGES. 


No modern architect would think 


of building a city upon so frail a 
foundation as a sponge seems to be, 
and yet the greatest city in the world, 
London, has no more secure a base. 
It is true the sponges are petrified 
and as hard as flint, but the facts re- 
mains just the same. Tbe statement, 
of course, requires a little explana- 
tion. The flint that forms the sub- 
stratum of London soil is nothing 
but petrified sponges; if you examine 
the fossil sponge, or flint, with n 
glass you can see the structure of the 
animal. They are in layers.

flint is found under the chalk beds, 
but in the Thames valley the water 
has gradually washed away the chalk 
and left the flint. "As hard as flint," 
although perfectly correct, sounds 
rather strange in the light of the 
above facts.

A tracker is 
a native black man, one of a tribe 
endowed with a marvelous instinct 
which enables them to run down to 
his hiding place any criminal fleeing 
from justice. These men are literally 
known as 
bloodhounds and their 


strang power is possessed 
by no 


other race of people in the world. 


It has been my good fortune to 


follow a man hunt with these track- 
ers on several occasions, not as an 
official, but as a participnt in ad- 
venture. I say it has been "my good 
fortune," -because the experience of 
trailing with, human bloodhounds is 
about as interesting, unusual and 
exciting a one as can be imagined. 


TRACKER NEVER TAILS. 


Once given the scent, a tracker 


will pursue and discover his gams 
with never-failing 
success, unless 


tihe criminal has had sufficient start 
to enable him to put to sea, in which 
case the black man can. only follow 
him to the water's edge. 


The peculiar power of the black 


detectives was first discovered by the 
white surveyors 
at the antipodes 


through their extraordinary success 
in locating lost persons in 'the bush. 
An unerring instinct, couple'dt -with, 
inexplicably 'keen judgment, made it 
possible for them to take up a trail 
and follow it until the lost man -was 
found, dead or alive, even though the 
journey led through forests -where 
the black pursuers had never been. 
Their usefulness as trackers of crim- 
inals was- thus suggested, and they 
have since proved themselves in- 
valuable to the police. So implicit is 
:he confidence felt in them that when, 
a black starts out on a man hunt the 
officer who accompanies him merely 
Tollows in his wake, leading 'his own 
horse, and does not question him or 
^n any way interfere with him, no 
matter in what direction the guide 
may go or how apparently reasonless 
and futile his method. The officer 
knows that the simple-minded abo- 
rigine possesses a cunning1 and a 
sense of divination superior to his 
own 
trained intelligence and. so 


keeps a respectful silence. . 


EXPERTS IN QUEENSLAND. 
The most expert trackers are found 


in the state of Queensland, near the 
borders of New South Wales. 
They 


are animated by no feeling of ven- 
geance toward their quarry and will 
travel faithfully for any number of 
miles, intent upon their task and 
unmindful of any obstacle or ^danger, 
seeming to take delight in the ac- 
complishment of tibeir 
object and 


asking a reward ridiculously out of 
proportion to their labor—a few 
shillings, some tobacco or geegaws 
sufficing them.

money they have no conception. Rum 
is their weakness. I have known of 
a tracker employed to locate certain 
valuable trees for a timber man, 
traveling forty miles .through a 
forest so dense that he had to cut his 
way with a tomahawk (a necessary 
weapon 'down there for explorers), 
and being content with a reward of a 
bottle of rum, while the timber man 
realized S450 from the sale of the 
tree.

tain or near a swamp, always pitch- 
ing their brush tents, or "mimls," 
on a dry, level patch. 
Their only 


religious belief is that a 'huge god 


will some time awake and e*i up 
the whole world. 


Their pet dish is carpet make, the 


fitter -the better, 
cooked

stones after being skinned. I have 
never eaten of this, as may be imag- 
ined, but have seen it prepared. 


For amuseme-nt's sake I have paid 


different trackers a six pence 10 tr.ick 
me from a certain point and have 
found it impossible to elude -thorn.

Colon, Colombia, Nov. 20.—(Vi:i 


Galveston, Texas)—The liberals made 
an unexpected attack on Colon at S 
o'clock last night. The government 
was not prepared and there was lit- 
tle resistance. After some fighting 
in front of the Cimrtel and in certain 
streets for nn hour and a half, tho 
liberals gained possession of all the 
public offices and the town of Colon. 


The prefect, Guardia, is a prisoner. 
Over twelve aneu were killed and 


about thirty -wounded. 


The "United States gunboat Mach- 


ias, now here, took: no part in the 
proceedings. 


There lias been no telegraniiie com- 


munication with Panama since last 
evening, and it is surmissi here that 
Panama Is now "being' attacked.

New York, Nov. 30.—The "Western

THE NEWS CONFIRMED. 


Washington, Nov. 20.—The con- 


• flrmation of the reported capture of 
. Colon by the 
Colombian, liberals 


caused a decided commotion in the 
state and navy departments today. 
There were long conferences between 
Secretary Long and Admiral Crowiii- 
shieldi and 'between the admiral and 
Acting- Secretary of State Dr. Hill. 
Later the two last named, went over 
to the white house and saw President 
Roosevelt. 
This was the first time 


since 1885, when 
Admiral Jouett 


opened up transit across the isthmus 
of Panama, that communication had 
actually been stopped in such fash- 
ion as to seem to require the inter- 
ference of the United States naval 
forces. 


The first news of the trouble at 


Colon came from United States Con- 
sul General G-udger >at Panama. 
He 


telegraphed the state 
department 


that a considerable number of lib- 
erals had taken passage on the rail- 
road (he did not indicate where) and 
arriving at a certain point, had cut 
the telegraph wires and taken up a 
rail, thus breaking communication. 


FURTHER. CONFIRMATION. 
Later there came a second message 


from Consul 
General 
Gudger an- 


nouncing that Colon had been taken. 
This was confirmed more explicitly 
•by Unitsd States Consul Malmros, 
stationed at Colon. 
The latter GL- 


ficial said that Colon was taken by 
the rebels last night. While all 
business is suspended, transit is not 
interrupted and American life and 
property are safe and not likely to 
be in danger. 


Taken altogether, these dispatches 


were regarded by the officials here 
as indicating a lack of purpose on 
the part of the liberals to interfere 
with transit across the isthmus. It 
was felt that 'the brief interruptions 
caused by the taking up of the rail 
and the cutting of the telegraphic 
wires was nothing more than a tem- 
porary device to prevent the govern- 
ment from hurrying reinforcements 
by rail to Colon. The officials find 
support for this belief in the fact 
that communication was:" reopened 
across the isthmus the moment Colon 
was captured. 


NO CHANCES TAKEN, 


Still, as a result of the consulta- 


tion today, it was resolved to take 
no chances of on infringement of the 
treaty rights of the United States. 
Therefore Secretary Hill cabled Con- 
sul General Gudger a direction 
to 


notify all parties who are engaged in 
molesting or interfering •with free 
transit across the isthmus that such 
interference must cease. He was also 
directed to consult freely with Cap- 
tain Perry, the commander of the 
United States battleship Iowa, now 
lying1 at Panama. 
Then 
Captain 


Perry was cabled by Secretary Long 
to land marines if necessary for the 
protection of free transit across the 
isthmus in 
accordance with 
the 


treaty rights and obligations of the 
United States. 
At the samo time 


Captain Perry was enjoined to avoid 
bloodshed 
If possible.

'•As to the measure 
of 
success 


which our recent diplomacy has met 
with, it is difficult, if not impossible, 
for me to speak. There are two im- 
portant lines of human endeavor ir. 
which men are forbidden even to al- 
lude to their success—affairs of tht 
he^rt and diplomatic affairs. 


SIMPLE CHART THE SAFEST. 
"But if we are not permitted to 


boast of what we have done, we caii 
at least say a word about what we 
hava tried to do and the principles 
which have guided our action. The 
briefest expression of our rule oi 
conduct is, perhaps, the Monroe doc- 
trine and the golden rule. With this 
shnpla chart we can hardly go fai 
wrong. 


"I think 1 may say that our sister 


republics to the south of us are per- 
fectly convinced of the sincerity of 
our attitude. They know we desire 
the prosperity of each of them and 
peace and harmony among them. 
We no more want their territory than 
we covet the mountains of the moon. 


'As to what we have tried to do— 


what we are still trying to do—in the 
general field of diplomacy, there is 
no reason for doubt on the one hand 
or reticence on the other. President 
McKinley in'his messages during1 the 
last four pears has made the subject 
perfectly clear. We have striven, on 
tho lines laid down by Washington, 
to cultivate friendly relations with 


all powers, but not to take part in 
the formation of groups or combina- 
tions among them. 
A position of 


esmpleta independence is nat incom- 
patible with relations involving, not 
friendship alone, but concurrent ac- 
tion as well

gencies.

But as sure as we are children of 


God our Heavenly Father has a 
sphere for ea'ch to 
fill.

Shall it be into 'com- 
mercial puisuits, into professional, 
artistic or literary?

Just:so, and more so, may we be

allowed to live. 


Moses ha'd a perilous start in life. 


And when they "brought him (Exo- 
dus ii., 10) • to Pharaoh's 
daughter 


and ihe became her son," it was not 
such an opening 
as parents like 


Moses' parents -could Itake pleasure 
in. It introduced him to the court 
hut also to the rank corruptions of a 
pagan 'court. And as a true Israelite 
that believing mother would rather 
have h-er son ini a humble home, in- 
structed in the faith of the fathers 
than to see him grow up in the con- 
taminations :of Pharaoh's palace. 


PBEBABED FOB CAREER. 


But 
the plans 
of 
Providence 


wrought from the first to prepare this 
child for the most illustrious 'career 
ever known in Israel or outside o:

enslaved Hebrew brethren. 
He hai 


been forty years within sig-ht an< 
sond of the Egyptians' treatment o 
his kin. 


Moses doubtless would know hen 


bitter the bondage of his brethre: 
was. Possibly what he heard was s 
revolting that he felt incredulous, 
anil therefore resolved to go to see 
for himself. 
As soon as he came 


among them he fond an Egyptian 
(Exodus, ii., 11) smiting a Hefcr&w, 
and without ceremony he slew the 
Egyptian. But next day when tw:.- 
Israelites were fond fighting each 
other and. Moses sought to separate 
them they resented his interference 
and let him know that his murder of 
the Egyptian was no secret. 


Taking1 fright, as he heard (Exc- 


dus ii., 15).that Pharaoh was seeldnf, 
to find and kill him he took his fligh: 
afar into the land of MitHnn. 
Ti> 


Midian Moses entered upon the sec- 
ond stage of his schooling for life, 
At 40 he fled from city and court and 
the conflicts common to both -and en- 


desert and came to the Mountain of 
God, even to Horeb."' In other words, 
he withdrew from the society of man- 
kind as far as possible. He craved 
communion with God. 


MOSES IN THE DESERT. 


In the solitudes and sublimities 


of mountain and desert Moses spent 
the next forty years. A long period 
for .pupilage, certainly. With -us 
graduation day, unless it be in the 
case of a dunce, is reached along1 in 
the decade of our twenties.
